ment ; the conſideration of which made Max- 
imilian affirme, that none who knew how hea- 
vy Diadems were, would ſtoop to take them 
up.: Governors are like che heavenly bodies, 
much in veneration , but never in reſt ; and 
how can it otherwiſe be expected, when they 
are not made for themſelves, or their owne 
glory, but for the ſafety, and good of Man- 
kind ? as in the Natural,ſo in the Civil world, 
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reat thy fob o to ſefve aſle ; 
ws hogan by Bb Puts Se ſervi OE e 
of the, meanelh fly, a well as of tfegreateſt 
Potentare. The Supremacy of Salus Populi, 
was the conchuſjon o the twelve Tables; and 
will be a prevalent maxime untill the end of 
the world, By thus much (my Lord) you may 
perceive the darke fide of this Leading Cloud 
of Government; but if God vouchſafe aflift- 
ance from thoft ſhoulders upon which the 
Government 1s laid, and put under his ever- 
laſting Armes, you will ſee the bright fide al- 
ſo, atd'thenice receive encouragement © This 
ſupport he is pleaſed to give, by letting Ru- 
ters know he'is the Author of their power, 
& that from him they are to expe their rule. .-

Laws' without a government were no 6ther 
then as the Sword behind 'theEphod'; and 
therefore Moſes in his time, and other gover- 


nors in their time, muſt beas' walking Laws,, 


and Adminiftrators of Juſtice -; we may 
conclude , (my Lord )yonr 'Highneſſe ' hath 
Experimented 'both' theſe” Encourage- 

ments, 'as bemg the Spectator of ſome, 
and the fubje& of other great revolutions 
which have hapned in this Age and Land of 
of wonders; And not onely know that the 
moſt” High rules in- the 'Kingdomes of men , 
diſpofing them to whom he pleaſeth ; bur al- 
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ſo that its not . ſufficient ' with the Princes of. 
the Nations, to exerciſe dominion, which is 
the common Image of God, except there be 
allo a ſhare in che . peculiar Image of his 
righteouſneſle : and holinefle ;_ they being 
Gods indeed, and after a peculiar manner, to 
whom the reaſon, or word of God {ſo comes. 
My Lord, there is one helpe more in Go-. 
vernment, which God is pleaſed often to adde 
co the reſt, which is the giving in of the affe- 
cons of the People. The (olemnity of this 
day, wherein the Citizens of this great. City 
appeare in their ſeverall companies, as ſo ma- 
ny Cities within the City, ſpeakes much to 
this; they leayc it to other Nations to fa- 
late their Rulers and victorious Comman- 
ders with the names of Ceſares and Imperato- 
res, and after triumphs ro ere for them their 
arcus Triumphales ; but if I miſtake not, their 
end, this day,is-not any ſuch outward Pomp, 
or Glory , but that thoſe who have beene 
celivered together, might rezoyce together, 
and to expreſſe their deſires that the civill 
Sword might be as proſperous for publique 
cnds, in the hand where it is placed, as the 
military Sword hath beene in the ſame -hand..

des, the Leart of the Nation ; and if the heart 
be in a Politique conſideration, as it is in the 
naturall, it will communicate lite and ſpirits . 
into the other members, by which meanes the 
whole body may unanimouſly contribute 
their defires and endeavours to ”m the 
common Enemy and after allour diſtra&ions, 

Nation eſtabliſhed upon the firme Baſis of 
peace and righteouſneſſe, which is the end of 
- map and ſhall be the end of my fur- 

ther troubling your Highneſle.
